Cast off 20 stitches. 
(The next 20 stitches onto a Birch 
safety pin stitch holder.)

NOTE: To reduce stitches, knit 1 stitch 
and slip the second stitch over the first 
onto the needle. This will decrease 
stitches, but remember to decrease 
evenly across the decrease rows.

PATTERN: 


Cast on 43 stitches. 

Row 1: (K1, inc once in next stitch, K18, 
inc once in next stitch) twice, 
K1. 

Row 2: Knit. 

Row 3: (K1, inc once in next stitch, 
K20, inc once in next stitch) 
twice, K1. 

Continue inc in this manner in every 

alternative row until there are 67 

stitches on needle. 


Knit 1 row through eyelet hole of the 
Birch Eyelet Lace (work one stitch for 
every hole in lace). 


Knit 9 rows without 
shaping. 


Proceed as follows: 

Row 1: K39, K2 together, 
turn. 

Row 2: K13, K2 together, 
turn. 

Repeat 2nd row until 

44 stitches remain. 

Next row, knit to end 

of row. 


Proceed as follows: 
Row 1: K1, P1. 

Row 2: Repeat 1st row. 
Row 3: K1 (yrn, K2 
together) to end of row.

Repeat 4th row from rows 5 to 9 incl. 


Row 10: (Wrong side of work): K2, * 
yfwd, K3, sl1, K2 together, 
PSSO, K3, yfwd, K1, repeat 
from * to last stitch, K1. 


Row 11: K1, pearl to last stitch, K1. 
Row 12: As 10th row. 

Row 13: Knit. 

Work rows 14 and 15 as 11th row. 
Repeat rows 10 to 15 incl twice, then 
rows 10 to 12 incl once. 


Next row knit with Birch Eyelet Lace. 
Next row pear! with Birch Eyelet Lace. 
Cast off. 


Make another bootie in the same 
manner. 


TO MAKE UP: 


Using a flat seam, sew up the foot and 
leg seams, thread some Birch ribbon 
through holes at ankles. 


Together with your Birch Eyelet Lace 
and Knitting Yarn, you can make 
babies’ booties in many fashion pastel 
shades.
